EVERYTHING MIXED. 
[By Cableto The Chicago Tribune. | 

Loxpon, Feb. 9—8 a. m.—Every day sees 
the candle moved nearer tothe powder. The 
British Ministry have secured their £6,000, 000, 
and have nt a portion of the fleet to Con- 
stantinople. Itis impossible to get at the 
real reason for paying the money or sending 
the fleet.

MORE AND MORE DOUBTFUL. 

Every effort is being made by Russia to 
force Turkey into an offensive and defensive 
alliance with her, and, should this result be 
reached, the transfer to Russia of Turkey's 
fieet will be part of the bargain. It is 
doubtless because Turkey is wavering in her 
friendship to gland that the English 
fleet has gone to Constantinople, but, 
should she accept the Russian alliance, I

A PORTUGUESE SCHEME. 

Loxpon, Feb. 8.—The Portuguese Govern- 
ment, which enjoys the right of veto in the Pa- 
pal election, is endeavoring, in accord with 
other Catholic Powers, to obtain the election of 
a Pope who will put an end to the conflict be- 
tween Church and State.

BLAINE’S SILVER ARGUMENT. 

Senator BLamm started his speech on the 
Silver bill in the Senate from a more ad- 
vanced position than any leading member of 
Congress has yet assumed. He takes the 
bull right by the horns, and declares that 
the bill demonetizing the silver dollar was an 
unconstitutional act. The reasons he gave 
for so believing are given in the opening 
paragraph of his remarks, which we quote 
in full : 

Firet—I believe gold and silver coin to be the 
money of the Constitution—indeed, the money of 
the American people anterior to the Constitation, 
which that great organic law 
independent of its own existence.

tional-Bank note.” He bases this injustice 
on the allegation that it was ‘‘ promised from 
the hour of its issue that the paper money 
would one day be as good as gold.” And 
that is just Mr. Buare’s mistake, evidently 
misled by the habit of regarding the gold 
dollar as the only standard, though contend- 
ing that the Constitution requires both gold 
and silver standards. The fact is, that there 
was never any promise that the paper 
money would one day be as good as gold,” 
but there was a that the paper 
money should be redeemed in coin, that is, in 
gold dollars of 25 8-10 grains or silver dol- 
lars of 412} grains, at the option of the 
Government. This is the promise which 
must be kept. For a long time after 
the promise was made, the silver 
dollar of 412} grains was worth 
more than the gold dollar of 25 8-10 grains. 
Does Mr. BLA claim, if resumption had 
been agitated while the two coins occupied 
such a relation, that good faith would have 
required an increase in the weight of the 
gold dollar to make it of equal value with 
the silver at that time? Would anybody 
have thought of making such a demond 
under those conditions? But a demand for 
an increase in the weight of the silver dollar 
is precisely the same thing as a demand for 
an enlarged gold dollar would have been 
then. If it would have had no merit in one 
case, it has none in the other. Mr. Buanre’s 
error is in ignoring the fact that the very 
essence of the double standard is the option 
of paying in either metal, as the debtor 


Mr. Branm very properly conceives that 
the general re-establishment of silver in Eu- 
rope and America is essential to the pros- 


perity of both continents, and expresses the | 


belief that the struggle for a single gold 
standard now going on would, if successful, 
produce widespread disaster in the end 
throughout the commercial world.” He is 
right also in the opinion that it will devolve 
mainly upon this nation to bring about such 
re-establishment of silver. But the very first 
step in this direction is the American remon- 
etization of silver at the old standard. To 
over-weight the silver dollar would as effect- 
ually defeat this effort at general re-estab- 
lishment as if the exclusive gold standard 
were adopted. Any silver dollar weighing 
more than the ratio of 15} to 1 (which expe- 
rience has demonstrated to be a proper ratio) 
is in constant danger of being excluded 
from circulation by reasen of its excessive 
value. If the silver dollar were thus ex- 
dluded, then the gold chque in this country 
would have no interest in urging and assist- 
ing the cause of silver remonetization in 
those European countries which have already 
dropped silver from the position of full legal- 
tender. Moreover, the friends of the double 
standard in this country will be debarred 
from reaching the European nations on a 
wide difference in the relative values. The 
further the American silver dollar shall be 
removed from the European silver standard, 
the more difficult it will be to secure an 
agreement of nations as to a common stand- 
ard. All Europe is now agreed as to the 
ratio of 15} to 1 in coinage, and if the Amer- 
ican silver dollar be remonetized at 16 to 1, 
the two standards will be so close together 
that the American Commission, already pro- 
posed in the Senate, may go to Europe and 
secure a favorable hearing from capitalists 
in England, Germany, and Holland, whose 
interests after American remonetization will 
clearly point to general remonetization on 
an agreed basis; but if the American silver 
dollar be even more valuable than the gold 
dollar, which may always happen at any 
ratio greater than 15} to 1, the European 
capitalists will still be in a position to urge 
the single gold standard for their own bene- 
fit and to the infinite hardship of the debtor, 
working, and business classes. As a matter 
of expediency, therefore, and with a view to 
the universal monetary use of silver on an 
agreed ratio, the weight of the American 
silver dollar should not be increased. It 
must be remonetized on a basis that will in- 
sure its circulation and practical use. 

Whether or not Senator Buarve can be in- 
dnced to recognize the error of his conclu- 
sion in regard to the weight of the dollar, 
we do not see how he can honestly, con- 
sistently, or logically refuse to vote for any 
bill remonetizing the dollar of the old stand- 
ard weight, in view of his unequivocal dec- 
laration that the act of demonetizing that 
dollar was unconstitutional legislation. He 
must cast his vote first to undo this great 
wrong and correct this flagrant violation of 
the Constitution, and leave any theories he 
may have as to proper weight for future agi- 
tation. 

— 

Since the adoption of a national system of 
compulsory education in Great Britain, the 
London and other School Boards have been 
seriously considering the great necessity 
that exists for a simplificftion of English or- 
thography. A preliminary meeting was held 
in May last of members of a number of 
School Boards to consider the question and 
see if anything could be done. In August 
last the London School Board “resolved 
that in their opinion a great difficulty is 
placed in the way of popular education by 
our present method of spelling, and that it 
is highly desirable the Government should 
be requested to issue a Royal Commission 
for considering the best manner of reforming 
and simplifying it.” Upwards of 100 of the 
principal School Boards of the three King- 
doms have joined in asking for the appoint- 
ment of the proposed Spelling-Reform Com- 


| mission. The School Boards of nearly

THE HONORS TO STANLEY. . 
Sraxiey has been doubly fortunate as an 
explorer, inasmuch as he has not only ac- 
complished the work he set out to do, but 
has also lived to receive in person the hon- 
ors that were his right. His journey from 
the West Coast to London was a triumph 
such as no other private person in modern 
times has enjoyed, and the reception ten- 
dered him in London, reported in yester- 
day’s Tarsunz, was appropriately more im- 
posing than any of those which had preced- 
ed. The English people feel peculiarly 
grateful to Sranuzy, because his success is 
in large part theirs. Speaking the same 
tongue, belonging to the same race, follow- 
ing at first in the track of an English ex- 
plorer, and stimulated throughout by the 
example and advice of the illustrious Lxv- 
INGSTONE, Stamer has brought credit to the 
English nation only inferior to that which 
he has bestowed upon his own. The 
last enterprise in which he was engaged 
was half-English in its origin and execution. 
Half the expenses were borne by an English 
newspaper; the only European companions 
of Sranuzex were English; and he received 
both at the beginning and the end of his 
explorations efficient aid from the represent- 
atives of the English Government. 0 
There 1s another and more important rea- 
son for the English nation to shower honors 
upon Sranuzry. It is probable that his. dis- 
coveries will promote the British policy of 
territorial aggrandizement. The only coun- 
try which could successfully dispute with 
Great Britain a claim to priority of discovery 
of the Congo region would be the United 
States, and the traditional policy of this 
Government precludes the occupation of 
forvign territory in its name, Besides, 
Great Britain has the advantage of set- 
tlements in all quarters” of the con- 
tinent of Africa. With a quasi pro- 
tectorate in Egypt, colonies at Sierra Leone, 
Cape Town and Zanzibar, powerful “ infiu- 
ence” at the Courtof His Mightiness of 
Abyssinia, and familiar commercial relations 
with many tribes of the interior, it is com- 
paratively an easy matter for the British 
Government to raise its flag over any por- 
tion of Africa still unclaimed. If the Congo 
country shall prove to be as valuable and as 
accessible as it has been represented, it will 
be annexed by some process as simple and 
efficacious as that which added the Transvaal 
Republic to the ‘déminions of the Queen. 
With this prospect. in view, it was not too 
much for the Prince of Wales to honor the 
intrepid discoverer with a dinner, or for the 
Royal Geographigal Society to sit patiently 
through a lecture from his lips. Though he 
had not the gift of tongues, be could de- 
scribe what he had seen in language sufficient- 
ly interesting to the British mind. While he 
furnished the facts, they could well afford to 
lend their imaginations for the occasion. It 
now only remains for the United States to 
cap the climax of Sranuey’s success by giv- 
ing him a reception which shall be worthy 
of himself and his country. Congress has 
taken the initiative by passing a resolution 
of thanks which was approved by the Presi- 
dent Thursday. This is a high and unusual 
distinction, but it is not in itself sufficient. 
Private hospitality must supplement public 
acts. The various cities of the Union which 
he may visit on his return to this country 
ought to extend to him bounteous marks of 
gratitude and esteem. The prophet in these 
days must not be without honor even in his 
own country. Since it is no longer the 
fashion to reward the benefactors of the race 
with chains or dungeons, other rewards must 
be conceived for him. After his death we 
may resolve to build him a monument—and 
not build it; while heis still living, the peo- 
ple can only see to it that he has a cordial 
reception wherever he may go. 
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ENGLAND’S MILITARY POSITION. 

England has blustered, and raved, and 
threatened with refreshing continuity ever 
since the Ozar’s armies crossed the Pruth. 
At every forward step they have made, from 
the time they left their rendezvous at Kisch- 
enev until now they have hoisted their colors 
in sight of the domes of Constantinople, she 
has frantically threatened vengeance in case 
they interfere with her interests. Her patri- 
otic sons in London have already commenced 
the war by smashing the windows of Mr. 
Giapstone’s house and of the office of the 
Daily News, a Russophile organ, in both of 
which battles they were successful without 
the use of army, or navy, or the supple- 
mentary grant for war purposes. It may 
fairly be questioned whether the war spirit 
in England will go farther than the mere ex- 
cesses of a London mob, unless the Govern- 
ment should effect a powerful alliance. That 
she will make war upon her own 
motion and enter the field alone against 
Russia is out of the question, un- 
less she is guided by the counsels 
of fanatics and hot-headed Turkophile par- 
tisans. There are grave and sufficient rea- 
sons to dissuade her from such a fatal policy, 
and they appertain not only to the present 
complications, but reach far into the future, 
as affecting the main question at issue be- 
tween England and Russia, namely, suprem- 
acy in Asia, ‘They may be comprised in the 
general statement that England is not a war- 
making Power as compared with the Conti- 
nental nations. True, she has the strongest 
fleet in the world, and may continue to have 
it so léng as her of coal and iron do 
not give out; but her fleet is of no avail ex- 
cept for home protection and the defense of 
isolated island colonies. It cannot fight on 
the Continent, and her eighty-one-ton guns, 
monsters as they are, are terrible only on the 
water. The time is coming when the resist- 
less march of Russia into Asia will compel 
her to give up India and all her other main- 
land possessions, and when she must surren- 
der all claims to exercise any influence or 
dictate any policy in Continental councils,

With such 
an army, swelling by gradual accretion up 
toa million, and with the strongest fleet the 
world has ever seen, England would not 
hesitate in her war policies or seek for allies. 
Her decisions in council would be 
waited for with that anxiety with which all 
Europe looks now to Germany. She would 
not only hold India with an iron grasp, but 
would establish her African commercial em- 
pire which is now the dream of British 
statesmen, and defend it against any possible 
encroachments of other Powers. Ali Con- 
tinental Europe is an armed camp, constantly 
on a war-footing. Ite States gre peopled 
with soldiers. Consolidation of strength, 
increase of territory, and enlargement of 
empire are their controlling motives, En- 
gland, on the other hand, is a commercial 
empire, ‘‘ a nation of shopkeepers,” without 
an army in the sense we understand Conti- 
nental armies, and without any military 
system, or at least without such a system 
as is absolutely necessary for a nation 
having large possessions to defend at long 
distances from home. Withoutsuch anarmy 
and such a system, England must prepare at 
no distant day 0 lose her Asiatic possessions 
and to surrender all claims as one of, the 
great Powers in Europe.

Is it possible that Boston merchants are 
ignorant of the reason of the “falling 
away of the shipping business of that city ? 
New York City has literaliy-stolen the ship- 
ping business not only of Boston but of 
Baltimore and Philadelphia. The customs 
reports tell the story graphically. New York 
collects (1876) $102,000,000 in duties, 
Boston collects $14,000,000, Philadelphia 
$8,000,000, and Baltimore $4,000,000. 


There is absolutely more revenue lost to the 


Government through the inefficiency and 
corruption of customs officers at the port of 
New York than is collected in the three 
cities above named! We venture to say 
that there are merchants in Boston, Phila 
delphia, and Baltimore who import large 
quantities of merchandise, not through 
the Oustom-Houses of their own cities, 
but through the New York Custom- 
House. Why should not they? Merchandise 
can be imported through the New 
York Custom-House cheaper than through 
any other Custom-House in the country? 
Rather a startling proposition, that, some 
honest Granger will say. Does the law 
make discriminations in favor of New York ? 
No. But the law is not enforced at th at 
port. Why is the law not enforced there? 
Well, the people of New York Oity desire to 
retain the importing trade of the country for 
their own exclusive benefit, and, as it might 
be difficult to do so under the rule of fair 
play, they wink at the corruption by which 
it was secured and is rétained. But why 
do not the people of Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore protest against the outrage, 
and petition the Secretary of the Treasury to 
compel the observance of the law at the port 
of New York or cut off the heads of the of- 
ficials who trample it under foot? This is a 
question more difficult to answer. The 
presumption is, however, that nobody 
outside the circle of sharp importers pays 
much attention to the subject, and they find 
it easier to take advantage of the fraudulent 
practices in vogue at New York than to con- 
test them. Besides, by quietly transferring 
their importing business to the chief city, 
they are able to beat their neighbors who 
import through the Custom-Houses of their 
home ports. However that may be, it mat- 
ters not what course the coast cities—that have 
been and are still being robbed of the trade 
which legitimately belongs to them—may 
take, Western cities do not propose to be 
cheated out of any trade that should flow to 
them through natural channels. Chicago 
importers will not long rest easy under a 
condition of things which prohibits them 
from buying in the foreign markets snch 
goods as are required for their trade. There is a

FINANCIAL HISTORY OF RUSSIA IN 1877. 

When the war between Turkey and Russia began. 
Russia was in a state of financial and commercial 
collapse. The paper money of the Empire was 
already inflated, but the Government accompanied 
its orders for ‘the mobilization of troops with an 
emission of 54,000,000 of paper roubles. The 
condition of the country may be inferred from the 
statement that the liabilities of bankrupt firms in 
Moscow increased from 5,000,000 roubles in 1874 
to 31. 500, 000 roubles in 1874 The experience of 
‘1877 bas not been as disastrous as the beginning 
seemed to promise. The great fairs of Nijni- 
Novgorod, Kharkof, Ekaterinoslof, and Poltava 
have been as successful as usual, and the ex- 
portation of native produce during the 
year has increased. The imports decreased, 
the consumption of foreign articles of luxury 
having been very much diminished. The Russian 
railways gained 19 per cent in 1877 in gross reve- 
nue, end extended their lines 800 miles. During 

“the year 250, 000, 000 roubles were added to the 50, - 
000,000 issued at the end of 1876. The yearly 
in the public debt has been increased by 
30, 000, roubles. The paper rouble in 1875 
was worth $0.69%, and at the end of 1877 only 
$0.48%. The expenditures of the Government in 
1870 for the railroads were 14,000,000 roubles for 
the interest on the guaranteed stock, and more 
than 13,000,000 roubles for the interest on con- 
solidated obligations. In 1877, these increased to 
80,000,000 roubles. The Government is 
taking active measures to increase the 
facilities for the transportation ana _ ex- 
portation of grain. Orders have been given to 
Russian firms for 130 locomotives and 3,400 
freight-car trucks, and to American firms for 140 
locomotives and 2,000 trucks. These will be de- 
livered next May. The Government is negotiating 
with an American company for the construction of 
gigantic elevators in the e seaports similar to 
those that have been so long in use in this coun- 
try. These governmental measures will stimulate 
the foreign trade of Russia. Upon a general view 
of Russian trade and finance the same points are 
prominent as in the years of theslate War in 
this country. The currency is inflated, and trade 
is nog he mee by the excessive expenditares of 
Government, and by speculation. Prices have 
risen generally, the railroads are doing a thriving 
business, in , and are pushing out their lines. 
The increase of the bonded debt and of the in- 
convertible papér-money debt are borne by the 
e without present inconvenience, and are 
to elements Of prosperity. But the 
prosperity is not real. The exports of grain have 
imereaged, while the production has remained 
Stationary. Tue high prices the exporters have 
been able to pay have been paper prices, and have 
been only apparently high. The increase of 
19 per cent in the gross earnings of the railroads 
does represent profits, but results from trans-

The di- 
minished imports show that the purchasing power 
of the people has grown less. Asa mere matter of 

trade, Russia would have been more prosperous to- 
day if she had not gone into the war, and, what- 
ever ultimate advantages may be gained from suc- 
cess in the field, Russia must look forward to just 
such an expiation for pad financiering as overtook 
victorious Germany and the victorious Northern 
States of this country. f 
COMMERCIAL MOVEMENT OF BONDS AND GOLD. 

The statement made by the New York papers 
that $60,000,000 of gold has been kept out of the 
United States during the present season by the re- 
turn of Government bonds from Europe is ridic- 
ulous. The statistics we published yesterday show 
no great change in the gold movement. There are 
no statistics kept of the amount of bonds sent 
back to this country. None of the New York 
dealers who report the facts on which the state- 
ment we have quoted is based give any compara- 
tive figures for 1876 and 1877. They say 
they are receiving ‘‘ unusually large amounts of 
bonds from Europe forsale. The imports and ex- 
ports of specie would immediately betray any un- 
—— — of bonds to this country. If an 
amount of bonds were sent over in 
— of gold for the settlement of trade balances, 
the imports of gold would decrease heavily. The 
imports of specie in 1876 were $34, 471. 334; in 
1877 they were $23,676,298. This is a difference 
of only $10,000,000 in twelve months. The ex- 
porte of gold would increase if an inundation of 
our bonds were in progress. So large an amount 
as $60, 000, 000 in a few weeks would make it nec- 
essary to export a correspondingly increased sum 
of specie. The exports of specie in 1877 were 
$48,317,224: im 1876 they were $56,354,475. 
The export of specie has decreased in the past 
year. Even taking only the net export of specie, — 
that is, the excess of exports over imports.—we 
find that the net export of 1877, $24,640,926. is 
less than $3,000,000 greater than the net specie 
export of 1876, which was $21,883,141. To un- 
derstand the full significance of these figures we 
must remember that the net specie export of 1875 
was $56,500,000, which was about the average 
yearly movement. The decrease in the net exports 
of 1876 and 1877 show that, in the last two years, 
the United States have held about $63, 000, 000 of 
specie instead of exporting them. Even if the 
decreased imports of December, 1877, $1, 504, 428. 
against $11,857,366 in December, 1876, be due 
’ wholly to an inereased bond movement, it affords 
an entirely inadequate basis for the swollen state- 
ments of the New York papers.

They say if they had had power to enforce the 
attendance of witnesses aud administer oaths 
other than extra-judicial ones, they felt confident 
that they could have developed matters which 
the public ought to know, but which were now 

en by fear or collusion of some and the 
stolid indifference of others. Tue work was 
done under the direction and supervision of the 
Department of Public Works, at a cost of $13,- 
607.67, $2,805.67 of which was paid out of funds 
contributed by individuals, and $10, out of 
the street-repair fund. Of the amount expend- 
ed, $8,876 was for “ earth called 8 kur- 
n by Charles E. Everts. he specifica- 
tions called for dirt, 
sample Whether the material deiiv- 
ered under the contract was like the sample 
the Commit*ee were unable to ascertain, be- 
cause the sample was not preserved and could 
not be produced, but the Committee as 
ce that the material furnished 
and used was composed largely of 
clay and other substances not grayel, and was 
— unsuited for the use to which it was 
applied, and that. in consequence of the unfit 

ter of such material, the large amount of 

money expended on the street was, toa great 
extent, wasted, and the effort to improve the 
street was an expensive dnd unfortunate fail- 
ure. 
The Committee said that they were unable to 
ascertain what considerations caused the accept- 
ance of the improper material. They add that 
two of the three persons known to have been in- 
terested in the contract refused to be sworn, 
very cariously.”’ It appeared that neither of the 
three persons was ever before engaged in fur- 
nishing gravel to anybody, and that they were 
in other business. Considering that 
the fair profits of the contract 
were small, the Committee thought it strange 
that the men should leave other business to 
take such a contract. But the contract yielded 
$3,000. ConsiderIng that 8,000 yards were 
furnished on a contract for 1, the Committee 
concluded that the city’s Interests had not been 
consulted in the manner or quality of the pur- 
chase. In view of the fact tfour and one- 
sixth miles had been graveled ata large ex- 
pense, cutting down the money on hand so that 
other streets had to be neglected, the Commit- 
tee recommended that in future not more than 
$500 be used on any one street. 

After reviewing the connection between the 
Mayor ana Supt. Wilson, the report finds that 
the ter is largely, if not mainly, respon- 
sible.* After reviewing the testimony of 
the witnesses who swore that they 
paid money to Wilson for favors, the report 
adds that they see no reason for disregarding 
their testimohy, and that Mr. Wilson t 
say the og lacking in keen perception of offi- 
cial honor, ihtegrity, and propriet y,“ and the 
Committee accordingly “recommend that the 
Council request the Mayor to remove G. W.

The writer makes a unique argument to show 
that Richmond, Va., was . — city of the 
present and the ayer city of the future, and, 
therefore, properly the Capital of the Confed- 
erate States.

All the great cities of ancient times were south 
of latitude 40° N.,—as Nineveh, Babylon, bay 
Sidon, Damascus, Cairo, Thebes, Jerusalem 
Athens, Troy, and other once laige and powerful 
cities. 

Then come immediately remarks about— 

Richmond, Va. (present lation 70,000), 
America. It is re- 
markable for the refinement and ei of its 
people, who, like the people of Norfolk, are as 
hospitable as they are —— ntendnodle. Com- 
merce and manufactures probably enlarge its 
wealth and population. 

But perhaps the funniest passage of the book 
istocome. It will not seem possible to many 
that there ever was a time when the view here 
expressed could have been taken. The bene- 
diction with which the passage cioses is a con- 
tribution to the present theo agitation, 
and at least demonstrates that the best doctors 
may be mistaken in the movements of the Al- 
mighty.

who has graciously blessed their efforts keep them 
in His most holy faith and fear, and long secure to 
them the blessings of peace and security. 

The questions placed in fine type at the bot- 
tom of this page, for assistance in drilling these 
semi-theological thoughts into the brains of the 
juvenile Confederates, are as follows: 

When was the Government of the Confederate 
States established? Did the North try to break it 
up? How? Has one State 4 * to subjugate 
another? Did they succeed? Who aided the 
South? Who is King of Nations? Can a nation 
fall without His word? What will happenif we 
forget Him? 

The Northern Government is accurately de- 
scribed as lying above Mason & Dixon’s line, 
and the Atlantic seacoast is limited by St. 


John's River, on the north, and Delaware Bay, 


on the south. 

But a short time elapsed after the capture of 
these books before the capture of Richmond, 
and thus no second attempt at pro- 
duction was made.

life consisted. Away out upon an almost 
boundless prairie, far from home and kin- 
dred, with an opportunity of hearing from them 
only every few months, it was dreary indeed; 
but how different it is now! 

After the commercial] crisis of 1887, which dis- 
astrously affected the material condition of the 
entire people of the United States, the pioneers 
of Illinois severely suffered from the stress of 
the times. To illustrate the extremity to which 
my were reduced, a conversation is repeated 
as it actually happened between two settlers, 
who are now among the substantial men of our 
State. One of the parties was one morning 
bunting up his stray oxen, when, meeting the 
other, he inquired: ** Have you seen anything 
of my oxen?” “No, Richard,” was the an- 
swer, “I have not; but, worse than that, have 
you scen anything of my cows?” Nothing had 
been seen of them, and the inquirer continued: 
“WwW Ido not know what I am to 
do. I left home my children were cryi 
for something to eat; and it has come to th 
pass: no cows, no breakfast; no cows, no din- 
ner; cows, or no cows, no supper.“ 

Our are now y free from the 
presence of dangerous animals and reptiles; 
but, a half-century ago, the settlers had to be 
on their guard to prevent surprise ay Se neigh- 
borship of some noxious beast. Snakes of vari- 
ous kinds infected the country. One spot in 
McDonough County was named “Snake-Den 
Hollow,“ from harboring 30 many disagreeable 
reptiles. In the spring the snakes crawled 
from their retreats in vast numbers, and, being 
then in a partially torpid condition, the oppor 
tunity was improved for destroying them. The 
first season the settler’s mode of dealing with 
them was as follows: ‘“Stationing himself by 
the bole from which the snakes would crawl, a 
man would stand with a sharp-pointed stick, 
and, when the snake would show its head, he 
would thrust the stick through it, 
= it out, and then ae wg its 

ead. Thesecond or third yeara kind trap 
was placed over the hole, into which the snakes 
would crawl, and at certain intervals some one 
would take and destroy them. This latter plan 
was preferable, as it required less time. As 
many as 900 snakes were killed in one season, 
principally of the rattle and black snake species, 
these two dwelling together gyn 

Despite all their caution, these reptiles m- 
flicted a good deal of loss upon the settlers by 
biting their horses and cattle. ally a 
buman life was destroyed by the venom of the 
beasts. One sum y, it is related that a 
farmer lay down on his cabin-floor at noon and 
fell asleep. ‘*‘On waking he threw his hand 
over on one side, when he felt a sharp pain in 
one of his fingers, and, raising his hand, he ob- 
served a large rattlesnake with its fangs im- 
bedded in his finger, and was compelled to give 
bis hand a shake before it loosened its hold.“ 
The simple remedies at hand assuaged the suf- 
fe of the man, but the poison of the bite 
remained in his system, and produced his death 
in apout a year’s time. 


ART-GOSSIP. 

The Ecole des Beaux Arts at Paris has estab- 
lished a gallery of plaster-casts, which is intend- 
ed to include models of all the known statues 
of the antique Greek, and Roman, and Medieval 
schools of sculpture. Munich has imitated this 


excellent example, and now the question is be- 
ing agitated of founding a similar gallery in 
London. 

A volume of twenty-five etchings after de- 
signs by Eugene Fromentin bas been recently 
published in Paris. A biography of the painter 
precedes his designs. Fromentin was born in 
the hamlet of Saint-Maurice, in the neighbor- 
hood of Rochelle, France, in 1820, and returned 
to his native place to die in 1876. He will be re- 
membered as a vivid painter of Arab life in the 
deserts of Afmca and Asia. He was also an 
author, and published a novel called Dom- 
3 and two volumes of travels. Ete dans 
le Sahara, and L’ Annee dans le Sahel.“ 


A complete collection of the works of the En- 
glish engraver, Mr. Samuel Cousins, R. A., is 
now on exhibition in London. The catalogue 
embraces 182 examples, representing about sixty 
artists. His first work (1826), the Lady Acland 
and Children,” atter Sir Thomas Lawrence, is 
one of bis masterpieces, and gave bim imme- 
diate repute. Mr. Cousins was burn in Exeter, 
in 1801, and showed a talent for drawing at the 
early age of 9. He studied engraving under 
Samuel — and was elected A. R. A. in 
1888, and K. A. in 1855. 

A stady into the age of the antiquities found 
at Mycene and 8 has inclined Prof. Koh ler, 
the head of the German Institute at Athens, to 
the opinion that they are the work of a primi- 
tive Carian — Sema of which they consti- 
tute the first definite traces on the mainland oi 
Greece. It has been suspected that some other 
objects of extreme antiquity found in the Greck 
islands were relics of the prim itive race 
which is known to have occupied the region, 
but there has never been any itive evidence 
determining the question, nor is there any now. 
Prof. Kohler assigns the culminating influence 
of the Carians to about the eleventh century

INSECTIVOROUS PLANTS. 

Dr. Francis Darwin, a son of the eminent 
naturalist, has lately reported to the London 
Linnean Society the results of prolonged and 
careful observations upon insectivorous plants 
for the purpose of determining the effect of 
animal food upon their growth and develop- 
ment. June 12, 1877, 200 plants of Drosera ro- 
tundifolia (Round-leaved sundew) were set in 
soup-plates filled with moss. A low wooden 
partition divided each plate in two halves, and 
all were then placed under a gauze case to pre- 
vent the access of insects. Every few days the 
plants in one-half of each plate were supplied 
with animal food, in the form of one or two 
bits of roast meat,—weighing each about one- 
fiitieth of a gralu.— Which were placed in every 
leaf. The plants in the other half of each plate 
were wholiy deprived of animal food. This 
process of feeding the plants in one-half of 
each plate, and starving those in the other 
half, was continued until the first days of Septem- 
ber. Long ere this, however, the fed ts show- 
ed that they were benefiting by 
From July 17 it was clearly evident, by the dif- 

in the green of the leaves and in the 
number ana strength of the flow 
which were the fed"’ and which the “ starved’ 


quote from the report given in Nature, 
The advantage gained by the 222 
estimated ip many ways. Thus, on Aug. 7, the 
ratio between the number of ‘starved’ and 
‘fed’ flower-stalks was 100: 10. 1. And, by 
comparing the number of stems actually in 
flower, it was clear that the starved plants were 
losing the power of throwing up new flower- 
stems at an earlier date than their rivals. In 
the middle of August the leaves were counted 
in three plates, and were found to be 187 on 
the starved and 256 on the fed side,—or in the 
ratio of 100: 188.9.“ 

When the seeds were ripe, early in Septem- 
ber, the flower-stems were gathered, and the 
plants in the plates were taken trom the moss 
and washed. The result of counting, measur- 
ing, and weighing the parts of the two sets of

The fed plants show a conspicuous advantage 
in all that relates to the seeds and flower-stems. 
The great difference in the total weight of the 
seeds is explained by the store of nitrogen laid 
by in the albuminous seeds. 

These experiments settle the doubt as to 
whether insectivorous plants are benefited by a 
supply of animal food, either of meat or of in- 
sects.

FLORAL LORE.

Inever take mine out of the 
pot to give it rest: neither have I ever removed the 
emal) offsets, or bulbs, that form; it cannot be done 
without oreaking the roots of the larger 
thus retarding the growth of the plant. 
be carefally repotted every spring. May is said to 
be the best time, and the pot shoujd be larger than 
the one from which it is taken. Last spring mine 
had-reached such size and rtions that it re- 
quired a iifteen-inch pot. I obtaind some ieaf- 
mold from the woods, which I think is the best 
Kind of soil for all bulbous plants, as it combines 
richness, lightness, and osity. I transferred 
my amarylilis from the old pot to the new, and, 
when the blooming period arrived, in Aug@st, was 
amply rewarded for my care by the ubuandance 
of ite elegant lily-like flowers of the richest 
scariet, six flower-s six or sven flowers 
clustered on each stalk. lf Milwaukee will treat 
hers after thie kindly, generqus manner, I think 
she will be rewarded in the same „ way.

extra Welch rabbit. I bad company one Sunday 
from Chicago. —six men,—and they bad walked 
some four miles to my house on the prairie, so that 
they had lets of room to stow away victuals when 
— got to me. had no meat in the house but 
rk; this would have taken quite a chunk to sat- 
fy them. I had old cheese with plenty 
eggs, so I resolved to give them 4a first-rate W. R.. 
and bere is how I made the animal: Firsily, a lot 
of slices of 3 were nicely fried, the was 
lifted out of ita fat, or lard, and put on one side; 
then a lot of onions and tomatoes were fried im the 
fat; then I out onions, tomatoes, and pork all in 
one tin-dish, witha lot of (upbeaten), crack - 
ers, and of fuid to t the. whole, and 
some good old cheese, a little pepper and salt, and 
set the whole in a hot oven for a quarter of an 
hour, then cailed dinner; ten of us sat down to 
a tinful that was large enough to hold a 
good batch of do for bread, but there 
was not enough ft to eaver a knife 
oint. Some of the boys had never had W. R., 
bat whenever I meet any of them they wish for an- 
other dose. The Welch rabbit, or, rather, rarebit, 
is made im many ways and of many kinds of ma- 
terial, but cheese is the invariable thing to put in 
it, and if the cheese is strong, put less in and use 
more crackers or stale bread to t.

First, with regard to assertions “ contradicting 
philosophical laws. Philosophicaf theories are 
subject to revision and modification as new dis- 
coveries of forces appear or phenomena arises 
requiring the consideration of previdus un- 
known agents and influences. This is illustrat- 
ed in the recent discoveries of the savans of 
Paris and Gereva in the liquefaction of all the 
gases. Inferring the rigidity of matter, the mo- 
bility of liquids, and the elasticity of gases to 
be ant conditions of temperature. And 
this confirms myt of the capability of 
ae su steam below its s 
as water. It is also fllustrated in the exhi 
of electrical pheuvomena exhibited in the action 
of superheated steam. I am well aware that 
superheated steam can be returned to water by 
condensation, by using either cold air or 
water, and very quic«ly —as I rec- 
ommend ice-coid air for the purpose, 
—but I deny that it cam be 4-:urned to 
water by mechanical pressure Wiuout first 
reducing the temperature. The temperature 
remaining, the elasticity and capability of com- 
pression remains. I need not defend the law 
of *‘ reacting forces,“ friction, and other modi- 
2 effects allowed for, action and reactiou are 
equal, —or in equilibrium as to force. 

As to “ambiguity of language. I use those 
words or terms that occur to me to convey the 
meaning, without reference to scientific techni- 
calities of expression. 

By the revolution of power on a small diam- 
eter, etc., is meant not only a measure of pow- 
er, but a measure of space as well, that estab- 
lishes a ratio that is inseparably connected with 
it, as also the cxpression, revolution, reaction, 
or expansion of the power. it is assumed that 
a cubic inth of superheated steam has for its 
expression of pawer four atmospheres, or sixty 
pounds pressure to the square inch of surface. 
The diameter of its power is one inch, equiva- 
Jent to four atmospheres; its space of revo- 
lution ove cubic inch. It is a reacting 
power, acting with the same pressure on all the 
six sides of the cube, also with the same react- 
ing pressure within on itself, making a complete 
revolution of power on its diameter. Increase the 
space, the power diminishes in a regular series 
of ratios. Diminish the space, and the power 
increases in ascending ratios. 

The measure of power being the same in 
a cubic inch, whether isolated or in a barrel. 
the ratios observed as to revolution of power, 
the effect will be the same. To illustrate, you 
may fill a solid iron caidron, of sufficient 
strength to stand the explosion, with molten 
iron of one ton in weight, and I guarantee that 
one drop of water injected zu the bottom will 
empty the vessel. ow stand from under. A 
barrel of water wou’t turn round or revolve any 

uicker ip its revolution. If a barrel will raise 
the metal to a greater height, it will only be in 
proportion to its ater space of volume, and 
if acubicinch will produce the result desired, 
what is tne use of your barrel or large boiler? 

** Statistical rules was a typographical error. 
I do not use “statical and dynamical” as of 
similar meaning. Statical or statics treats of 
forces in equilibrium, the strength of a bar ot 
iron, rigidity of a beam of wood, or its power to 
resist force or pressure to the breaking point. 
Dynamics refers to moving torces, velocity. aud 
angles made by contending forces, ete. I would 
make some exceptions, as, being a red-ribbon- 
man, I think the statical force of a brick is 
dynamically absurd in a man's hat. The

and authorize a Government currency based ex- 
clusively upon coin and bullion. The official 
machinery required for the management of such 
acurrency would not be greater than that re- 
quired by the mints, and not a tithe of that 
celled for by the present currency department. 

There should be a Department of Issue, inde- 
pendent of the Treasury, but in the same build- 
ing. The notes should be the best that can be 
produced by the engraver’s art—$5 the lowest 
denomination, with $10, $20, $50, $100, $500, 
$1,000, $5,000, and $10,000 notes. These bills 
may be paid out to all having demands against 
the Government whenever they are preferred to 


coin. 

The Department of Issue may be under the 
management of a Superintendent and assistants, 
aud a Board of Control, consisting of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, the Superintendent of 
the Department of Issue, the Superintendent of 
the Philadelphia Mint, and the Finance Com- 
mittees of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, or a sub-committee ted by the 
same. This Board of Control to meet twice a 
year, and thoroughly examine the management 
of the Department of Issue. 

No note shall be paid out by the Department 
of Issue except through the Treasurerof the 
United States, on the delivery of coin or bullion 
by the Treasurer; and each note to bear the im- 
press of a seal of the Treasury Department. 

The Treasurer and the Assista.t Treasurers 
of the different cities may receive coin or bullion 
in exchange for the notes. 

The Government to establish assay offices at 
all important mining points, where crude 
bullion can be refined, made into bars of stand- 
ard fineness, and stamped with their real valu- 
ation.

BELMONT’S THREAT.

CENTRALIA, III., Feb. 6.—Beimont’s epistle to 
the New York Herald, considering its source, 
its purport, its intention, and its powerto de- 
preciate our bonded obligations, deserves not 
only the closest attention of the Western De- 
mocracy, the Northwestern people, but also 
the closest scrutiny of all the small bondhoild- 
ers bere and abroad.
